Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and 
frequently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how can 
I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor ipet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along, but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause for 
Paws in Mattapoisett, A Helping Paw in Buzzards Bay, South Coast Hu- 
mane Society in Dartmouth and Petfinder.com have many kitten available 
for adoption at this time of year.

disciplining them: "I said be quiet and listen to me/' or, 
"Didn't you hear me?'' or, "Didn't you hear what I just 
said?" No, they didn't hear you, because you didn't teach 
them how to listen. 

Certainly, children should not be just seen and 
not heard, but perhaps we are doing them a disservice by 
not giving them another important skill: the art of silence. 
Being able to control oneself to the point where silence 
isn't threatening, where silence is an opportunity to let 
something fill the space that has greater value. 

People aren't even quiet when they are asking 
the answer to a question. One of the things I find most 
disappointing and distracting is when an interviewer 
doesn't allow the interviewee to respond. The interviewer 
asks a question of their guest, and before the guest can 
answer, the interviewer is talking again, barely stopping 
long enough to allow the guest to utter a word. Bill 
Moyers may be an exception, but even he can sometimes 
forget that silence is a tool. 

When I began in the newspaper industry, I had 
the opportunity to attend a few seminars on the topic 
of reporting. Back at the office as I shared with my 
colleagues what I had learned from one seminar, a crusty 
old newspaper reporter said, "You didn't learn the most 
important thing." Surprised that he even deigned to speak 
- he was known for his taciturn disposition - 1 asked, 
"What do you mean?" He didn't answer right away. 
The silent seconds seemed to allow my beating heart to

He asked me how 
uncomfortable I felt when he hadn't responded right 
away; he wanted to know if thoughts had crowded into 
my conscious thinking fighting for space. I acknowledged 
that I was very busy with thoughts during the silence. He 
said, "For reporters, when you are silent, you'll hear the 
lead for your story." 

From that point forward, I began to use silence as 
a way to not only give myself more self-control, but also 
to ascertain what others were thinking. For a reporter, 
the art of silence is absolutely critical to gaining the trust 
of those you are interviewing, and also to give them 
ample time to share the information you need, sometimes 
adding surprising relevance you'd otherwise never have 
heard. 

But the art of silence, of being present yet being 
quiet, can be useful in so many interactions. In the heat of 
a disagreement when emotions are running high, we tend 
to speak before we think . . . oftentimes with disastrous 
results. Being quiet even for a few seconds can cool the 
situation off. Being silent allows others the opportunity to 
share their innermost thoughts, which can be very helpful 
when raising children, especially teenagers. Perhaps more

When I joined the corporate rat race, I got swept 
up on a wave of expectations, deadlines, goals, quotas, 
and political intrigue. The working environment and a 
busy home life didn't allow for silent contemplation. Yet I 
knew that I was slowly being eaten alive by the demands 
of the job and began to feel totally overwhelmed with 
even the simplest things at home. 

While at work one day, my inbox contained a 
catalog of motivational materials. Everything from Earle 
Nightingale (known as the dean of personal development) 
to Dr. Wayne Dyer (now frequently appearing on PBS, 
especially during pledge drives) to Chopra and even Ram 
Dass, whose seminal book Be Here Now was one of the 
first to introduce the American public to meditation and 
the power of positive thinking. I was thunder struck by 
them all. With some limited purchasing power, I ordered 
several of the cassette tape series and began the process 
of training my brain to settle down. Fd pop the tapes 
into my car system and listen as I drove to and from 
the office. Fd arrive as if carried on a cloud of spiritual 
healing causing several co-workers to wonder if I was 
smoking pot on the way to work, ''She looks like she's 
on something." On the way home Fd mellow out after a 
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hectic day listening to Joseph Campbell. It helped to put 
my life into perspective. Perhaps the world didn't revolve 
around me after all. What a relief! 

One day, as I was sitting in my car in the parking 
lot of the office, I began to practice the Silva Method 
of self -hypnosis. Counting backward slowly from 100, 
visualizing each number and concentrating on only 
seeing that number in my mind's eye, I drifted into a 
comfortable, peaceful, warm, lunchtime snooze. My 
mind wasn't tormented with a to-do list. My emotions 
were level and calm. Nothing troubled, bothered, or 
invaded my space. Hmmmmmm ... bambambam! I was 
blasted out of my imaginary hammock by a very upset 
co-worker who said, and I quote, "By the look on your 
face, I thought you were dead!"

Tudor (August 1915 - June 2008) was an 
artist and practitioner of old-fashioned culinary arts and 
crafts. Through her early childhood struggles and native 
intelligence, she learned that stillness allowed the creative 
process to flourish. It also gave her peace. As she pursued 
a lifetime filled with raising her children, painting, 
writing, gardening, and cooking, she found deep within 
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those activities joy. She also practiced a nearly silent and 
very peaceful lifestyle. She believed that we have the 
choice each day to either take on the day as a chore, or to 
see and experience joy in the task at hand. Tudor proved 
that living a life where one finds and takes joy is better for 
the soul. Her children have continued her work building 
on her legacy of enjoying a quiet gentle lifestyle versus 
the frenetic marathon of the 21st century. Fve decided that 
my tombstone will have etched for all eternity the simple 
phrase "Take Joy.'' 

Now that Fm out of the white water rapids of the 
corporate world and into the placidity of retirement, I 
don't seem to require timeouts so often. Yet when I face 
the blank page, simply stepping away mentally often 
allows the creative process to flow. I'm going to try and 
educate my grandchildren on the power of silence. I 
just have to make sure that when I share this invaluable 
wisdom with them, the ear buds blasting One Direction's 
latest hit are removed.

Town House, Fin Com Come to EMS Deal 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Shawn Badgley 
Just before Fall Town Meeting, the Marion 
Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee agreed on 
a recommendation for Article 4, an appropriation of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to bolster EMS staff and 
resources. 

But it's not the Article 4 officials started with, and 
the funds will not be in the hands of the Fire Department, 
as originally planned. If a motion to amend Article 4

stands up on Town Meeting floor tonight, the Selectmen 
will control more than $230,000 in general funds to spend 
on EMS upgrades. Those could include the use of a 
private ambulance service in some capacity. 

Article 4 originally called for upward of $350,000; 
the new language reflects a budgetary appropriation for 
"eight-twelfths'' of Fiscal Year 2014, and earned the OK 
from the Finance Committee before the town voted. 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard 
expressed skepticism in the revenue estimates presented 
last week by Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Fire 
Chief Thomas Joyce, who estimated a five-year average 
of 600 ambulance calls annually. Minard said he believed 
those figures to be inflated, and undertook a quick study 
in the following days. 

What he found was a three-year average of 444 
ambulance calls annually, and more modest revenue 
potential. 

Regardless, Minard said during a special meeting 
on Friday that Marion must respond to the state's calls 
for drastically improved response times and quality 
standards. 

"We can go crazy calculating revenue, but we are 
arguing whether to paint the room blue or green," Minard 
said. "The point is, the room needs painting." 

Minard said he was relieved to have hammered 
out a solution with the Board of Selectmen, but also that 
he was dissatisfied with the timetable on the article. 
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'It was a short runway for those of us on the 
Finance Committee to figure out a way to fix this/' 
Minard said. "Moving forward, we need to understand 
where the money is going. With the funds under 
the Board of Selectmen's control instead of the Fire 
Department, we can maintain some flexibility and have 
some choices down the line." 

Fellow Finance Committee member Margie 
Becker agreed. 

"This is an opportunity to really scrutinize our 
ambulance service," Becker said. "We've got to put the 
Fire Department on notice that they have to do better." 

"The state's already put them on notice," Minard 
said. "We know we have some personnel issues, but we 
thought a lot of money could exacerbate those issues. 
We have till February [the state-set deadline for an 
improvement plan] to come up with a strategy." 

EMS, Solar, and Fingerprinting Big Votes 

Marion Special Town Meeting 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 
Three of the 11 articles on the warrant dominated 
the discussion at Marion's Special Town Meeting held on 
Monday evening at Sippican Elementary School. 

The Solar Bylaw (Article SIO) was second to last 
on the warrant, and those interested in the issue stayed to 
vote. Much discussion was heard on the floor and at the 
microphone, with some residents asking questions and 
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some speaking about solar helping the planet survive. 
Others spoke and said that the article didn't answer all of 
their questions. 

The range of discussion was healthy and 
educational for all who attended. Moderator David Titus 
asked for a vocal vote and quickly said that a hand count 
was needed. 

At almost 10:00 pm, a hand count was held to 
decide the issue. It passed, as presented in the warrant. 
The hands-up count, with required a two-thirds majority, 
won with a count of 97 for and 27 against. 

Article S4 also dominated the floor. Article 
S4 asked the town to vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds in the Treasury the sum. 
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not to exceed $329,108 to supplement the Fiscal Year 2014 
Fire Department budget for the purpose of augmenting 
ambulance staffing and related expenses; or take any 
other action thereon. 

The issue at hand was the way the town of 
Marion handles 911 ambulance calls. The town will lose 
their license in February of 2014 due to not meeting state 
standards regarding response times. 

Several residents noted the aging population in 
the town and that calling 911 is a consideration that many 
take for granted. Statistics were given, by both the town 
representatives and residents who spoke up and said that 
the town needs to resolve the issue. Currently, a 911 call 
from Marion could result in up to a 14-minute response, 
possibly a life or death situation, as noted by several 
individuals who spoke at the town meeting. 

The town Finance Committee, represented by 
Chairman Alan Minard, requested an amendment to the 
wording of the Article, striking "Fire Department Budget" 
from the wording of the warrant article and changing it to 
"Board of Selectman Budget." 

Much discussion ensued. A voice vote agreed 
with the Finance Committee's recommendation to 
place the funds for exploration for a solution under the 
Selectmen's direction. The intent, as presented by the 
finance committee, is to have the Selectmen be involved in 
how the town resolves the ambulance and 911 response to 
residents.

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The third issue that garnered much discussion 
was Article S9, which was defeated. 

The proposal would have created a bylaw 
substantially enabling the Police Department to conduct 
State and Federal Fingerprint Based Criminal History 
checks for individuals applying for licenses for: hawking 
and peddling or other door-to-door salespeople, manager 
of alcoholic beverage license, owner or operator of public 
conveyance, dealer of second-hand articles, pawn dealers, 
hackney drivers, and ice cream truck vendors. 

A local boat yard owner, who occasionally sells 
used boat trailers, objected to being fingerprinted. He 
spoke and said that the article would deter businesses 
from coming into Marion. "So we sell a couple of used 
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boat trailers, so now Fm fingerprinted and in the FBI 
database, Fm uncomfortable with that,'' he said. "This 
deters other businesses from coming into town ... we want 
to encourage business, not deter it.'' 

Several residents spoke and asked about 
nonprofit situations such as selling Girl Scout cookies 
door to door or a church rummage sale. Some spoke and 
said that the article wasn't clear on a nonprofit situation. 
All felt that fingerprinting went a step too far. 
In other town meeting business: 
Article SI was passed on the recommendation 
of the Community Preservation Committee to fund 
$87,750 in fiscal year 2014 for the purpose of meeting 
the requirements of the Community Preservation Act 
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for the purposes of Open Space, Community Housing 
and Historic Resources and $204,750 to the Community 
Preservation Act Budgeted Reserves. 

Article S2 was defeated. The article proposed to 
appropriate $22,700 from Historic Resources reserves to 
Thomas O. Dexter for architecturally correct windows as 
part of the restoration of the Old Dexter Homestead at 
366 Delano Road. Much discussion ensued with several 
residents rejecting the idea of Community Preservation 
Funds being used for residential property with no public 
access to the property. Judith Rosbe, speaking on behalf of 
the Sippican Historical Society, said that the request came 
before their board and was rejected due to the residential 
nature of the project.

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Article S3 asked the town to vote to act upon 
the recommendation of the Community Preservation 
Committee to appropriate $13,640 from Open Space 
Reserves to enhance access for five Open Space Properties 
including Grassi Bog, Goldovitz Bog, Washburn Park, 
Eastover Farm, and Mecke Woods. After a comprehensive 
explanation of how the funds would improve public 
access, including parking, voters approved the article. 

Article S5 asked the town to vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds in the 
treasury the sum of $50,000 to be expended by the 
Department of Public Works for well exploration in the 
area of the town owned by Perry Hill Station on New 
Bedford Road in Rochester.

leaching field. The current system is 30 years old, and 
Medeiros assured the board that the applicant was not 
seeking to expand the system. Since soil testing would 
need to take place 20 to 30 feet from bordering wetland 
vegetation, Ray needed the approval of the board to 
proceed. The Board advised Medeiros that he will need 
to discuss the project with the Board of Health and then 
return to them with a notice of intent. 

Beach restoration and sea wall concerns were the 
topic of two other hearings. 

Walter Galuska of Tibbetts Engineering, 
representing Mattapoisett Shores Association Inc., sought 
permission on behalf of his client to bring in beach sand 
to nourish shoreline areas damaged by storms. The beach 
has become rutted and depleted of sand over time, and 
the association wants to replace it with four inches of 
new sand. Chairman Peter Newton told Galuska that he 
needed a DEP file number before moving forward with 
the work and sand analysis to insure that new material 
would be compatible with the existing sands. Member 
Tom Copp also requested that the plans note limitation 
of fill. Conservation Agent Leidhold raised the question 
of boats being hauled onto shore and resting on native 
eel grasses. The Commission asked Galuska to discuss 
this with his client. One other request was made by 
the Board that the association look at ways to control 
storm water run off at the corner of Pleasant View and 
Grand View. Galuska will take these issues up with the

association when he advises them of the continuance they 
received until November 13 for the beach nourishment 
application. 

Mattapoisett Land Trust member Paul 
Osenkowski had an informal discussion with the board 
regarding concern over the sea wall (built in 1998) located 
at the Munro Property on Water Street situated next to 
the town piers. Soils are being sucked out with every tide 
invading the interior by inches and further compromising 
the sea wall after storm damage. The Trust has limited 
funds for repairing the wall, and Osenkowski wanted the 
Commission's recommendations on next steps. Chairman 
Newton said that many applicants had come before them 
with similar issues and that all had the same obligations

when repairing them. He said that an engineer needed 
to be consulted and suggested that Osenkowski review 
the plans of other seawall repairs that are on file in 
the Conservation Office. Armed with that information 
Osenkowski will investigate further before filing a Notice 
of Intent. 

Leidhold then gave her report noting a recent 
meeting she had with Harbormaster Jill Simmons and 
Town Administrator Mike Gagne. That meeting was 
held to discuss the situation at Mattapoisett Landing 
where boats not licensed to be stored on town property 
are damaging the wetlands. The Commission felt that

Pier Into Sippican Harbor in Review

A pier jutting into Sippican Harbor was discussed 
at Wednesday's Marion Conservation Commission 
meeting at the Town House. The application, from Nancy 
and Gregory Johnson, was to extend an existing timber 
pile-supported residential pier from 134 feet to 165 feet, 
and to relocate a gangway and a 12-by-12-foot float. 
Gregory Johnson rows as a hobby and asked the board for 
easier access to deeper water. 

Commission member Lawrence Dorman asked 
about the need for channel markers in the harbor, noting 
the length and breadth of the extension into the harbor. 
The project is located at 406 Point Road. All existing 
pilings will be pulled out, except for one, where an osprey 
nest exists. 

Elsewhere on the agenda was a request on a 
Determination of Applicability for the Kittansett Club to 
continue use of the existing stockpile area in the southeast 
corner of the driving range as a burn area and storage 
site for materials, including dredged materials from "The 
Haven." The project is located at 11 Point Road. 

Lastly, the board heard from Robert Cattel, head 
of the Hammett's Cove Homeowners' Association, who 
came before the board to get approval to repave the 
entrance of Blackball Court up to, but not including, 
the cul-de-sac, and add gravel to rutted driveways. The 
board decided to take the matter under consideration and 
adjourned the meeting.

Rochester Planning Board-

Complaints about a newly constructed traffic 
circle off of High Street at Connet Woods were addressed 
Thursday, with Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
also asking for better communication from Edgewood 
Development Company regarding the work they're doing 
at the subdivision. 

"[The traffic circle] wasn't quite right/' said 
Johnson, who also noted that a new fire suppression basin 
was still being evaluated at the site as well.

assess its effectiveness in the near future.

what we're doing and what we're all about." 

After getting their name out in last week's 
football game, what's next for ORCA? One project they 
are considering involves the new student orientation 
held at the end of August each year. At this orientation, 
new students typically watch a clip of the previous 
year's graduating class's senior video.

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The Counselor, Starring Michael Fassbender and Cameron 
Diaz. Directed by Ridley Scott. Running time: 119 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Readers of Cormac McCarthy, who wrote the script 
for the convoluted new thriller The Counselor, might ask who 
this movie's Ultimate Evil is, the Judge Holden, the Chigurh, 
the suzerain of the earth, silent and serene. Is it the drug kingpin 
Reiner (Javier Bardem)? Or the middleman Westray (Brad Pitt), 
who arranges deals between men like Reiner and men who need 
a lot of cash? Or even the sallow-faced assassin (Sam Spruell) 
we see stringing wire across a desert highway, the better to 
separate a motorcyclist from his helmet and its contents? Or 
could it be the never-named Counselor (Michael Fassbender), 
whose naive dabbling in the drug trade stands to win him either 
$20 million or despair? Who in this amoral universe knows all, 
sees all, claims that nothing must be permitted to occur upon the 
earth save by his dispensation? 

There's an answer to that, late in the movie, and 
meanwhile we watch as the chess pieces, set in shaky motion, 
march towards a properly bleak McCarthy end. The Counselor 
is not so much a thriller, really, as it is a new gloss on McCar- 
thy's favorite conflict between the evil that knows too much and 
the good that doesn't know nearly enough. The key, for those 
inclined to seek it, might lie in a late-inning phone chat between 
the Counselor and a cartel bigwig (Ruben Blades), who sounds 
like a somewhat gentler Judge Holden and speaks obliquely 
about crossings and events long set in stone. Over and over, the 
Counselor is himself counseled to avoid the path he wants to 
follow, and once he's too far along the road, he is told it's too 
late. 

The movie is full of odd one-on-one conversations that 
may exasperate those who want the film to get to the point, but 
the dialogue is the point. It's not snappy or clever, but it does 
evoke Hemingway in its weary fatalism and particularly its 
repeated assessment of women as a threat to the male Garden of 
Eden. Without women, you see, there would be nobody for men 
to impress with diamonds and other flashy indicators of wealth, 
and therefore no crime, no war. I don't think the movie itself (or 
McCarthy) believes this — rather, it's one more way in which 



the desperate and stupid men in the film sabotage themselves. 
The Counselor is not a feminist work — not with the old reli- 
able madonna/whore construct represented by the Counselor's 
innocent fiancee Laura (Penelope Cruz) and Reiner's cheetah- 
owning girlfriend Malkina (Cameron Diaz) — but it's not a 
masculinist work either. McCarthy is not much into heroes 
except when he's writing about the literal end of the world. 

The Counselor is vaguely apocalyptic as it is, set in 
a world where cartel thugs dispatch the unwise with vicious 
time-activated nooses called holitos — McCarthy digs send- 
ing human beings to their makers with implements that seem 
designed for use on livestock, as with Chigurh 's cattle gun in 
No Country for Old Men. (In Cuba, a holita refers to a lottery 
ball, and someone's number comes up here.) The movie is being 
called violent, but the brutal bits are few and far between; we 
get what we need to keep our dread fresh. The Counselor has 
been directed by Ridley Scott outside his usual mode of ladling 
hot/cold visuals onto the screen to let us know that he, Ridley 
Scott, master visualist, directed it. As a result, it's Scott's best 
film in quite some time. He serves McCarthy's story. We get the 
sense that the script magnetized everyone involved, who felt no 
need to diddle with anything or show off. The cast hums with a 
low intensity — there are no Oscar moments here, no disgrace- 
ful displays like Hugh Jackman in Prisoners. This film isn't 
getting, but should, the grateful accolades that Prisoners got, 
and shouldn't have. 

How seldom we see the feared cartel monsters, or even 
the drugs themselves, in this putative cartel thriller. Almost 
everyone in the movie is on the margins of the trade, profit- 
ing from it without getting their hands bloody. This isn't a noir 
thriller featuring the poor and desperate, but rather the rich 
and desperate, desperate to maintain their spot in the hierarchy. 
The story is simple but told with a terse economy that doesn't 
spoon-feed us the narrative. The Counselor is one of McCar- 
thy's late-period minimalist fables, philosophical in speech but 
plain in action, unlike the efflorescent wilderness of pain and 
madness painted in Blood Meridian. "The way of the world is to 
bloom and to flower and die," says Judge Holden in that book, 
"but in the affairs of men there is no waning and the noon of his 
expression signals the onset of night." We don't see many drugs 
in The Counselor because the people may as well be clashing 
over rocks or sand or flags. The Judge or Chigurh of the movie 
is revealed before the credits roll, but ultimately the Judge and 
Chigurh represent human folly, the illusion of control over 
events save by our dispensation.
